Claims 62-65 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention generally discloses an electronic receipt is issued to the buyer that includes 
hyperlinks. The prior arts of record include the teaching of Herman et al. (US 
6,341,353) and Rogers et al. (US 6,018,719). Herman teaches a smart electronic 
receipt wherein the buyers can creates an order record. On other hand, Rogers 
teaches a sales receipt may be imprinted with at least the date of the transaction and 
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the serial number However, the prior arts of record fail to teach, singly or in 
combination, generating an electronic receipt for each of the plurality of sales 
transactions, wherein each electronic receipt comprises detailed data describing the 
sales transaction, including sale price, total transaction amount, item description, and 
information indicating completion of the sales transaction; and generating de-identified 
data from each of the electronic receipts, wherein the de-identified data describes each 
of the plurality of sales transactions, but does not personally identify any one of the 
plurality of buyers..
